He said that nationally 
the 650,000 veterans who 
leave their insurance di- 
vidends with VA in cred- 
it or deposit accounts , 
may use all or part of 
their accumulated divi- 
dends (as well as future 
dividends) to buy paid up 
additions,

erans who take their in- 
surance dividends in cash 
may elect in writing to 
use future dividends to 
buy ‘‘paid up additions’’.

1, The concept of equal 
tax assessment rates for 
all, contained in the Ala- 
bama Constitution, seems. 
to us both fair and rea- 
sonable. The nature of 
commercial, industrial and 
utility property makes it 
more valuable per acre 
than rural property. Th- 
erefore, even under equal 
assessment, these types of 
property will still pay a 
larger share of taxes. 

2. We feel that the pro- 
visions in this amendment 
will make administration 
of it unduly complicated 
esgbecially since counties 
etc, may use different rates

Her election to live 
on a given bus route is 
not determined by the Cou. 
nty School Board and it 
might prove fruitful to di- 
rect energy to increasing 
the capability of the school 
to which she refers,

The Coffee County School 
System spent in excess of 
the monies allowed for 
transportation approxima- 
tely $39,000 in 1970-71, 
This money was spent to 
bus pupils from the county 
into city systems, 

The $39,000 mentioned 
above is only a small loss 
for the county system, If 
these steudents had been 
bused tothe county schools, 
the monies sent to the city 


systems to educate them - 


would in turn have been 
sent to the county system 
which, in 1970-71 was, ac- 
cording to the State Board 
of Educaton, on the av- 
erage $430.76 per pupil 
enrolled, 

In 1970-71, the state of 
Alabama’s average cost 
per pupil transported was 
$43.95. There were 2199 
pupils enrolled in the cou- 
nty school system in the 
month of September, 1971, 
which means if Coffee 
County’s transportation 
costs would be approxima- 
tely $96,646.05, Why then 
do you suppose that this 
year the budget calls for 
approximately $175,000 for 
transportation? One major 
reason is the busing of stu- 
dents into the city schools, 

Every school system re-~ 
ceives monies from the fe- 
deral government under 
various programs. Three 
of the largér programs 
come under Public Law 
89-10, Vocational Educa- 
tion, and Public Law 874 
which deals with military 
connected parents. If the 
students being bused to city 
systems were bused to: 
county systems these mo- 
nies would follow them, 

So, Mr, Grossly-Mis- 
treated Taxpayer, the peo-~ 
ple you should meet with 
the members of the City 
Boards of Education, not 
the County Board, and ask 
them if they will provide 
the monies to bus your 
children to their schools, 
for after all, it is they 
who are receiving the bene- 
fits for your children to 
attend the city school sys- 
tems, 

Now in answer to a few 
of your accusations, Dale 
County received from the 
State of Alabama in 1970- 
71 in school support 64% 
of their monies, Coffee 
County at the start of this

$3.2 Billion Excess 


Withholdings To Taxpayers 


A $3.2 billion tax rellef 
bill which I have just in- 
troduced in the Senate wo- 
uld reimburse taxpayers 
for overpayment of per- 
sonal income taxes result- 
ing from an error in 1972 
tax withholding tables, 

Last year taxes were 
under-withheld for some 
taxpayers causing them un- 
due hardships in many cas- 
es to make up the differ- 
ence, Withholding tax sch- 
edules were revised up- 
wards for 1972 to com- 
pensate for the mistake 
in 1971, However because 
of still another error, the 
new tables ,for this year 
are resulting in a deduct-: 
ion of more from wages 
and salaries than is nec- 
series Unless the rate 
of withholding is adjusted - 
and this is an unlikely move 
at this late date- employee 
earnings amounting to $5 
or $6 billion or more in 
excess of tax liability will 
be siphoned from the pock- 
ets of taxpayers this year, 

I feel that it is grossly 
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unfair to wage earners t. 
be compelled to continue 
to pay out dollars from 
their earnings month after 
month, which, in effect, 
constitue interest free 
loans to the United States 
Government, 

The bill which I intro. 
duced would provide a two- 
week moratoriun on with- 
holding from earnings this 
year, beginning 30 days 
after enactment of the bill, 
The effect of this mona- 
torium would be that over- 
payments would be re-im- 
bursed to the employee th- 
rough higher take home 
pay for two weeks, result- 
ing in taxpayers receiving 
an estimated $3,2 billion 
extra in take home pay 
for two weeks, resulting 
during this period, Since 
it is estimated that atleast 
$5 or $6 billion will be over 
withheld during the year, 
the moratorium would still 
leave most taxpayers a 
substantial cushion of 
Overpayment of 1972 in- 
come tax liability, To 
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This is an important 
week in America. It is 
known as National Family 
Week, It is the week each 
May between Children’s 
Day and Mother’s Day. It 
is very possible with the 
many weeks that we are 
asked to celebrate, we skip 
over this most important 
one! 

The real basis of our 
democracy is built around 
the family as being the 
unit of civilization.

John Edgar Hoover’s Death 


Last week the whole Na- 
tion mourned the death of 
John Edgar Hoover, dedi- 
cated director of the FBI, 
a man who served his cou- 
ntry his whole life. 3 

I had the pleasure of 
meeting him: on several oc- 
casions, ‘From talking with 
him I: came to realize that 
Mr. Hoover was an indiv- 
idual of the greatest integ- 
rity. He was incorrupt- 
able. He was unswerving 
in his devotion to duty, 
A veritable rock of strength 
he was one of the most 
capable public officials e- 
ver to take the American 
people in a position of tr- 
ust. I cannot think of any 
American who served his 
Nation more faithfully or 
steadfastly. 

The story of John Edgar 
Hoover and the FBI is the 
story of a giant of law and 
order who dedicated his en- 
tire life to impartial en- 
forcement of our federal 
statutes, 

The name J, Edgar Hoo- 
ver and the FBI are syn- 
onymsous. Hewasthe FBI, 
He devoted 48 years to the 
FBI serving under eight 
Presidents and sixteen at- 
torneys General, and he is 
responsible for the inpec- 
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able reputation enjoyed by 
that organization. 

Over the years Mr, Hoo- 
ver slugged it out with the 
deadly enemies who thr- 
eatened the welfare and se~ 
curity of our country, Dur- 
ing the 1930’s he directed 
the FBI’s hard-hitting at- 
tack against the gangsters 
in the United States, During 
World War II under the 
direction of J, Edgar Hoo- 
ver, the FBI assumed the 
responsibility of protecting 
our nation against espion- 
age, sabotage, and subver- 
sion and became a top- 
flight intelligence agency 
most recently Mr, Hoover 
directed the campaign a- 
gainst the spread of Com- 
™munism in America, Mr, 
Hoover was dedicated to 
crushing any threatening 
element to our freedom, 

Probably no man since 
Sir Robert Peel, who re- 
organized the English po- 
lice in the early 1800's 
has contributed so much 
to the improvement of law 
enforcement as J, Edgar 
Hoover, His dedicated hard 
work and genious are chief- 
ly the reasons the FBI 
is a highly respected com- 
plex, modern law enforce- 


ment organization, 

Throughout his life Mr. 
Hoover adhered tothe high- 
est ethics and principles, 
His words “Fidelity, Br- 
avery, and Integrity,’ have 
become more than just a 
motto for the FBI, They 
are the qualities J, Edgar 
Hoover exhibited in his life 
and the qualities he taught 
the men of the FBI, 

America owes a tre~ 
mendous debt of gratitude 
to J, Edgar Hoover, All 
Americans can be grateful 
for the example he pro- 
vided to all hard-working 
dedicated, loyal public ser= 
vants everywhere, As you 
know, Mr. Hoover was the 
first civil servant to lie 
in state in the Capitol Ro- 
tunda, It was the least 
we could do to honor this 
truly great American, 

J. Edgar Hoover gave 
of himself to this Nation 
as have few men in our 
history, and all law-abiding 
citizens are the benefic- 
jaries, ‘‘Crime’s arch 
enemy.’

NOW, THEREFORE, I, George C 
Wallace, as Governor of the State of 
Alabama, do hereby give notice, direct 
and proclaim that on Tuesday the 30th 
day of May 1972, an election will be 
held at the several polling places within 
the State of Alabama in the manner and 
form provided by law upon the following 
Proposed amendment to the Constitution 
of the State of Alabama of 1901

An outbreak of rabies 
is continueing in south- 
eastern Alabama, reports 
Dr. Russell W, Currier 


of the Alabama Depart- 


Mobile Laboratory Is 
Seeking New Ozone Data 

The ozone layer, the gas 
that absorbs the sun’s deadly 
radiation high in the sky and 
makes life possible on earth, 
is being studied by the Na- 
tional Aeronautics and Space 
Administration (NASA). 

From the truck-mounted 
Satellite Photometric Observ- 
atory built by Goodyear Aero- 
space Corporation, NASA 
scientists in Yuma, Ariz., are 
determining ozone height and 
volume density by measuring 
reflections from a 100-foot 
diameter, balloon-type satel- 
lite called Pageos. This meas- 
urement may give scientists 
insight into the effect high- 
altitude air pollution has on 
the environment, 

Data are recorded on tape 
and by an oscillograph, both 
being fed by a detection sys- 
tem on the mobile observa- 
tory’s 24-inch diameter tele- 


scope. 


ment of Public Health, 
Seven additional cases in 
animals were reported in 
April, raising the total 
for the first four months 
of the year to 38, 

Rabid animals have 
been reported this year 
in Montgomery County, 
Three; Bullock, Two; 
Pike, 23; Crenshaw , sev- 
en; Henry, two; and Mad- 
ison, one, Most of the 
infected animals have 
been foxes, Dr, Currier 
noted 

In Pike County which 


has the most serious ra- 
bies problem, fox  poi- 
soning was tried, but with 
only limited success, 
Several dogs died from 
strychnine poisoning, and 
three additional cases of 
rabies were reported in 

“Control measures are 
especially important for 
residents of Pike, Cren- 
shaw, and Montgomery 
counties,’’ Dr, Currier 
stressed, ‘‘because the 
disease is active here and 
progressing | northward 
into Montgomery Coun- 
ty’s heavily populated ar- 
eas,’’ 


All household pets 
should be vaccinated an- 
nually for rabies, he ad- 
vised, ‘‘This protects 
people from dogs and cats 
which may have unknown 
exposures to rabies,’’ 

Stray dogs should be 
policed, Dr, Currier add- 
ed, “Strays are not likely 
to be vaccinated, and they 
are also more likely to 
be exposed to wild ani- 
mals. Small _ children 
should be taught not to 
handle wild animals or 
any domestic animals that 
appear sick,”’ 

He also suggested vac- 
cinating registered live- 
stock pastured in south- 
eastern Alabama, Rabies 
in livestock is largely an 
economic problem, Dr. 
Currier noted, because 
rabid livestock do not 
bite. However, livestock 
owners and veterinarians 
should exercise care in 
examining the mouths of 
potentially rabid animals, 
he pointed out, 

This year the Montgo- 
mery County Health De- 
partment and the Mont- 
gomery County Veterin- 


ary Association are init- 
lating a new program of 
rabies vaccination, Offi- 
cial public clinics in over 
60 locations will be sch. 


eduled for May 15-20, A 
new live and very potent 
vaccine which must be 
injected in a short time 
after it is prepared will 
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be used, This vaccine has 
proved to be more effect- 
ive agaist rabies than old- 
er type vaccines, Dr,
